With  strikes  and  demonstrations 
affecting  some  two-thirds  of

1980. 

Local  Solidarity  officials  reported 
new  protests  in  Konin,  Lomza  and 
near  Katowice  in  defiance  of 
renewed  government  demands  for 
an  end  to  strikes  to  save  the  country 
from  “disastrous  consequences.” 

Communist  authorities  earlier 
had  sounded  warnings  of  martial 
law  if  the  labor  unrest  continued, 
but  the .  government’s  action  Mon¬ 
day  was  seen,  initially,  as  strictly  an 
economic  measure.

Reapportionment  on  agenda

A  special  legislative  session  promises  to  bring 
heated  debate  on  several  issues  within  the  next 

Among  the  list  two  issues  promising  the 
heaviest  discussion  are  the  reapportionment  of 
the  state  and  the  overcrowding  at  the  Utah  State 
Prison. 

The  Utah  Legislature’s  Republican-controlled 
Reapportionment  Committee  approved  a  plan 
Wednesday  that  would  carve  out  the 
soutwestern  part  of  Salt  Lake  County  for  inclu¬ 
sion  in  a  new  third  U.S.  House  district. 

“The  reapportionment  plan  is  in  place,  and  it 
should  pass  in  short  order,”  said  Sen.  Majority 
Leader  Karl  Snow,  R-Provo.  “The  plan  by  the 
joint  committee  of  the  Legislature  meets  all  the 


legal  and  moral  obligations  of  reapportionment. 
The  plan  should  pass  the  Senate  with  bipartisan 
support,  he  said. 

Matheson  says  the  work  of  the  Utah  Advisory 
Commission  on  Reapportionment,  a  bipartisan 
panel  appointed  by  Matheson,  has  done  the 
most  professional  job  on  the  reapportionment. 

The  governor’s  seven -member  commission 
presented  its  90-page  report  Oct.  6.  , 

The  committee,  which  included  four 


Republicans  and  three  Democrats,  said  northern 
Utah  and  all  of  eastern  Utah  would  be  in  one 
congressional  district.  Salt  Lake  County  would 
be  divided,  with  the  northern  part  being  the 
second  district;  West  Jordan,  Sandy,  South  Jor¬ 
dan,  Draper  and  Riverton  would  join  the 
southwest  part  of  the  state  in  the  third  district. 

The  governor  says  his  plan  is  a  “truly  credible 
one”  and  hopes  the  Legislature  will  examine  it 
carefully. 

“I  don’t  believe  the  recomendaition  by  the 
governor’s  committee  will  be  acceptable,”  said 
House  Majority  Leader  LeRay  McAllister,  R- 
Orcm. 

“Any  time  you  try  and  reapportion,  hundreds 
of  boundaries  are  drawn.  Some  .are  accepted, 
others  not.  It  will  be  a  give-and-take  issue,”  he 
said. 

Overcrowding  at  the  Utah  State  Prison  is 
another  issue  that  will  bring  heated  debate. 

Matheson  said  the  overcrowding  is  a  real 
problem.  “As  of  now  we  are  housing  950  in  a 
facility  designed  for  900.”  he  said.  “Presently  we 
are  using  recreational  space  to  accommodate  the 
large  numbers.” 

Matheson  presented  a  package  of  proposals  to 
ease  overcrowding  at  the  prison  this  month  as 
orientation  for  the  legislative  session. 

An  original  proposal  calls  for  housing  non¬ 
violent  felons  between  18  and  21  years  of  age  at 
the  Youth  Development  Center  in  Ogden,  but

“The  governor’s  recommendation  of  funding 
$7  million  for  the  facility  will  be  extensively 
debated,”  McAllister  said.  “The  question  may 
be  if  we  can  handle  it  in  the  limited  session  or  if 
January  session.
